A re- 
movable center partition en- 
ables the whole building to be 
used at one time if necessary. 

Outside, the sheltered breeze 
way offers protection from the 
weather. A built-in ticket win- 
dow makes entrance to the 
football games more conven- 
ient. 

The library received a new 


face this year, too. A new en- 


closed outer office of blond 
birch paneling. and rearranged 
book shelves give it a “new” 
look. 

Another recent development 
is that of the new sidewalks 
that will eventually stretch to 
Fifth Street. So far they ex- 
tend past the gym to the corner 
of the field. There, crushed 
granite is laid to provide a base 
from there to the corner of 
Fifth. 3 

Ever since the new high 
school building was completed 
it has been constantly chang- 
ing. First, the grounds were 
landscaped and the physical ed- 
ucation and athletic field 
leveled and turfed. Shortly 
afterwards lights were provid- 
ed for the football field and 
bleachers constructed. Later a 
Vocational Agriculture depart- 


ment with shop and equipment 
were added. 

Mr. James said, ‘‘All in all, 
this continued improvement of 
our buildings and grounds 
clearly indicates how Phoenix 
High school is providing more 
and better facilities for educa- 
tion and school activities.”

Know Your State 


Did you ever wonder where 
tthe name Oregon originated-
